Tba Campbell Company owning 
thousand* of acre of spruce on 
Williams river, are expected here 
this month to begin operations. It 
baa been decided that their large 
saw mill and extract works will 
be located at or near Marliaton, 
ami ■ railway be built to their 
hiding* on: Williams River 
through th» Stoney Creek Gap 
on the rvute surveyed by the 
Vf abash Company. An office and 
dwelling hosse has been routed on 
Camden Avenue l and all prepara¬ 
tions are .being made to\ 
work as aooa as weather condi¬ 
tions will admit. This Company 
owns a mill of the capacity of 
over a hundred thousand feet of 
timber daily and many miles erf 
railway. This will be moved to 
Marlinton as soon as the manufac¬ 
turing of the timber at their pres 
ent sits it accomplished, which 
will reqnire a few months more. 
In the meantime a smaller mill 
.will he pat in at Marliuton to saw 
necessary lumber for the erection 
of houses, sheds and other rtrnct 
tufas, and the grading done on 
the propoeed railway. This Indus 
try will .give employment to over 
five hundred men in the woods, 
mill and extract works.

Several men, 
Mr. Coombs among them, be^an 
workiag on the fallen tree when 
the limb that bad been left hang- 
idg crashed down among then 
striking M-. Cootnbe a crushing 
blow on shoulder sad back, and 
barely missing two other men 
who saved themselves by their 
agility* His shoulder and collar 
bene a^d two ribs were broken, 
lie has suffered a great deal from 
these serious iojuries, but is re¬ 
ported on a fair way towards re¬ 
covery.
